A bad sea 
was running and the boat started to 
take water, Coonan who was row- 
ing got excited and a wave that half 


filled the boat came on and he stood! 


up and caused the boat to capsize, 
throwing them all into the water, 
Two of’ the men swam to the shore 
and one held on to the overturned 
boat and called for help, his cries 

were heard by Worthington on the 
boat, who put out in the sein skitf 
and rescued him and seeing the 
other two men on the shore be row- 
ed ashore and asked Where Harry 
was and when he could not be 
found they started to search for him}
